It was arranged by the Grand Mar- 
shal that the Band escort and head of 
procession should form on Main street. 
march out of the city about a mile and 
meet the military from Camp — while 
the sub division, under Col. Burton. 
should form at the head of Ist East 
Temple street and fall into line as the 
procession passed along South Temple 
-street. 
The morning of Saturday, March 4th. 
came dark, clouly and threatening, but 
goon the Sun shone forth in our city 
decked in holiday attire and brilliant. 


breeze. By 10 A. M., the streets were 
alive and all aglow. The procession 
formed on Main street, took up the Gov- 
ernor, Gen. Connor and Staff, Orator 
and Chaplain and marched to the rende- 
vouz where the military awaited thent 
The junction being effected the column 
marched gaily forward amid cheers and 
shonts. At the appointed place the 
Mayor, Council, citizens, military, (dra- 
goons, artillery and infantry) disting- 
uished citizens in carriages and “ all the 
the world” on foot united with the main 
prosesion; and marched through the 
principal streets of the city to the etand 
erected on Main street in front of the 
market. 


From our hasty notes taking while the 
column countermarched, we can only 
lightly note some of the more salient 
pints of thie splendid demonstration. 

First came the escort. Provost Guard, 
commanded by Capt. Kittrige, than the 
Grand Marshal and uis effective aids, al- 
so galloped hither and thither directing 
and conducting the lie of march. 

Then fellowed\ Prof. Thomas’ City 
Brass Band. 

Governor Duty and Gen. Connor in 
a handsome carriage.\ 

Orator of the Day and Chaplain. 

Federal officers in sleighs. The ve- 
hicles and horses gaily decked with flags 
ribbons and strenmers. 

Then followed the Overland Stage 
Line with eight splendid \horses and 
coach trimmed with red, white and blue. 

Next the Overland Mail Co. coach 
drawn by six dashing steeds arrayed in 
all the colors of the rainbow, The 
eoach was handsomly trimmed with flags 
and banners, among the latter we mark- 
ed the following inecription. \
